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COLPORTAGE IN SYRIA. 

The Agent in the Levant sends us the following 
letter, written by the Rev. Samuel Jessup from 
Tripoli, dated March 6, 1871. It gives a good 
idea of Bible work in Syria: 

According to previous understanding, I em- 
ployed two members of the Safita Church during 
eight months of last year (at 150 piasters each 
per month) as colporteurs, principally at the ex- 
pense of the American Bible Society. They took 
a donkey with them in order to carry their books, 
and made consecutive tours of all the region, far 
and near. They were generally well received, and 
in no case-maltreated by the Vusaireeyeh. . Occa- 
sionally they were insulted by Greek Christians, 
-and not allowed to stop in their villages during 
the early part of the year. But after the Franco- 
Prussian war gaye Prussia such prestige, and the 
fame of France was so tarnished, our Protestants 
“were welcomed everywhere by Greeks, because 
‘Prussia, a Protestant nation, had humbled papal 
‘France. The sale of books at first was almost 


nothing; but whenever the colporteurs met with 


“men, at the threshing-floors, in the villages, or at 
‘the fountains, they took out the Bible and began 
reading it, and soon found many interested listen- 
“ers, and thus the way was opened for religious 
‘eonyersation, and for the sale of books whenever 
‘any one was ready to buy. Usually they were 
better received on a second visit, and they found 
the people then more ready to buy a Bible or 
Testament. The total amount«received by them 


"for books sold was nearly a thousand piasters, 


-which I regard as a decided success under the 
‘circumstanees; remembering the poverty of the 
“people, the comparatively small number of those 

ho know how to read, and that the Bible 
‘is a new book among them, and you know peo- 
ple here are very slow to accept anything new, 
The Wusaireeyeh religion is a singular mixture of 
‘ish, Christian, Moslem, and Pagan beliefs and 
ions; but with all these, there is a pro- 
respect for the Bible. They regard them- 


selves as Moslems, and use the Koran, yet do not 
generally place it above the Bible—a book almost 
unknown to them, except as it is mentioned in the 
Koran. We have, therefore, a great point gained 
when we can refer them authoritatively to the 
word of God. : 

One day the colporteurs were passing by a vil- 
lage above Hussen Sulayman, a famous ruined tem- 
ple of great beauty and antiquity, when they met 
a Nusaireeyeh sheikh, who told them that a holy 
prophet, now residing at the high summit above 
them, wished to see them and buy a Bible, and to 
obtain through them any other good books that 
were for sale. They then climbed the high mount- 
ain, and found the religious sheikh living there 
all alone in a little hut ; he was well advanced in 
years, plainly dressed, wore a white turban and a 
long, flowing silver beard. He welcomed the 
brethren as if they had been old friends—was 
greatly pleased with their visit. Only recently he 
took up his abode on this mountain at a sacred 
place, and people from all parts were flocking to 
him, to hear him talk, and to receive-a blessing 
from him. He told the brethren that he had be- 
come sick of the wickedness of the world, and 
took this means of separating himself from it. He 
preaches righteousness, temperance, justice, and a 
general moral reform, The Nusaireeyeh, who come 
to see him from all quarters, bring him presents 
of food and money, and in return he gives them 
religious instruction, First, however, he examines 
with the utmost scrutiny, to ‘see if the presents 
that are brought to him have been lawfully ob- 
tained, or are the proceeds of lawful trade; if not, 
he will not accept them. _ He also preaches against 
lying and stealing, and_all sorts of iniquity, and 
even against the use of the commonest by-words— 
a matter of great surprise to this notoriously pro- 
fane people. He exhorts them to live holy lives, 
and finally asks them if they pray. Tf not, he will 
not let them go until he has written one or two 
prayers, and obliged them to repeat them oyer to 
him several times, extracting from them a promise 


‘that they will learn and use the prayers, and come 
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tion. The old sheikh held on to these simple 
brethren as long as he could, and said he had 
neyer found any one whose society he enjoyed as 
much as he did theirs. He purchased Bibles, Test- 
aments, Psalms, and other books, to the amount of 
five dollars, for which he promptly paid. I can- 
not but believe that great good will result from 
this visit, and from the use of these books in the 
hands of such a man. 

We are obliged to send two men together 
through that region, because it is not safe for peo- 
pleto go alone, owing to the lawless character of 
the people. We shall renew the work this month 
as the weather becomes more settled, and hope for 
still more satisfactory results. These visits are 
not confined to the district of Safita, but extend 
to the adjoining districts, north, east, and south ; 
and whether they sell large numbers of Bibles or 
not, they preach the Gospel wherever they go, and 
will awaken a spirit of inquiry after the truth that 
must, in the end, have a very considerable influ- 
ence on the conversion of the people. During the 


-past. winter, there. has-been-a-good deal of reli- 


gious interest at Safita, and several persons have 
recently become Protestants. In the districts ad- 
joining Tripoli, one entire village of Maronites 
has become Protestant, and one-half of another 
village (of Greeks), an hour from it, has also be- 


‘come Protestants; one or two other villages are 


seriously talking of following suit.

I hope our American 
Christians will now acknowledge that the French 
are not yet ripe for a republic..__We should all 
try to deliver them from the Papal yoke; that is 
the only help for them.”

Mr. Hall sends us another 
letter from George Lawrence,on whom the distri- 
bution of books from this Society devolves, 
Opposition exists and will probably increase, but 
now is the time to work, and we must not let it 
go unimproved,

SPAIN. 
FROM H. C. HALL, ESQ. 


George Lawrence writes from Barcelona :—My 
Bible work goes on most encouragingly. We 
visit towns and villages with thé coach, and see 
most happy results, 

At Matero, a few weeks ago atraveller came up 
and bought a Bible, walked into the middle of 
the square and began repeating aloud the 23d 
chapter of Matthew, verse by verse. This gather- 
eda crowd. He then took out his Bibles, read the 
same chapter, and spoke to the people. We 
inquired about this strange proceeding; he told 
us that when we were there six months ago he 
bought of us a Bible and a gospel by Matthew. 
That at home, under the influence of the priests, 
his sister had burned the Bible ; that he saved the 
gospel by Matthew, and had learned that chapter ; 
that now he would guard his Bible, and farther, 
wished a New Testament to read while on his 
journeys. 

In the north, one of the colporteurs was invited 
by the mayor of one of the cities to preach in the 
town hall, and in one of the neighbouring vil- 
lages an old man who had received the word in 
great simplicity had given a piece of ground for 
a Protestant cemetery. 

Tn Barcelona Mrs. Lawrence has a large Bible 
class of young women, Catalans, who give great 
promise of Christian usefulness. In other rooms 
are Bible classes for men and women, besides 
Lord’s day and week day schools. It is certainly 
a pleasant sight to see Spanish boys going to and 
from school with the Bible strapped among their 
schoolbooks. 

This is the moment for supreme effort in this 
Roman empire, which is dissolving and breaking 
up. Now is the time to lay hold of the high 
places and strongholds. There must of necessity 
am a reaction and a mighty effort to regain the 
ost.

THE CREEK INDIANS AND THE SCRIPTURES. 

Nearly forty years ago, missions were estab- 
lished among the Creeks (Muskokees) by the 
Presbyterians, Methodists, and Baptists. Soon 
an interest in religion and education was aroused— 
churches were formed, schools organized, and 
books prepared and printed, in the Muskokee 
language. 

Unfortunately there was no concerted action 
among the first missionaries in regard to their 
studies and publications in the Creek language, 
and the few books published were in different 
alphabets. 

In 1835 Messrs, Davis and Lykins, of the Baptist . 
church, published a translation of St. John’s Gos- 


-pel. This translation, though denominational, 


and faulty in many respects, contains plainly the 
great teachings of the Evangelist. But few of 
the Creeks learned to read in that alphabet. 

In 1855 St. Matthew’s Gospel, translated by the 
Rey. R. M. Loughridge and various native helpers, 
was printed in the national alphabet, a great 
part of the expense _being defrayed by funds 
raised by ‘Father Essex,” of the Methodist 
Chere) ail joaslath aul Ast doo | ghassiy 
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In 1860 the Rey. H. F. Buckner, of the Baptist 
Church South, printed a new translation of John’s 
Gospel. It is denominational, and less Jiteral 
than the translation of Davis, But it was printed 
in a new alphabet, which they learned to read, and 
the large and expensive edition was mostly de- 
stroyed during the war. 

In 1868 the American Bible Society printed a 
second edition of Matthew, with the three Epistles 
of John, which has been distributed, and they are 
now printing 1,000 copies of a third translation 
of John. 

As these are printed in the same alphabet as 
the Constitution and Laws, Acts of Councils, the 
publications of the Methodist and Presbyterian 
Churches, the American Tract Society, ete., they 
can be read by half the people, and are highly 
prized and studied by many. 

Those who do not reverence the Bible, nor love 
its teachings, often refer to the religion of the 
“Children of the Forest” as exhibiting a purer 
worship, holier teachings than the Gospel. 

A little examination will show that here as 
elsewhere, without the Bible, the dark places of the 
earth were full of cruelty and blood; that the 
“worship of the Great Spirit” was principally 
addressed to the sun and moon, and evil spirits. 
And though the sacrifice of “motherless girls” 
has passed away, and the worship of the sun and 
moon is almost forgotten, superstition still holds 
sway over the minds of the multitude. Many are 
slaves to witchcraft and sorcery—seryants of evil 
spirits—groping in darkness. It is no uncommon 
thing for the preacher to stand in the sacred desk, 
who has spent the morning in blowing through a 
reed into a vessel containing water, seeds, roots, or 
barks, and chanting some old Indian song to the 
spirit of the fox, or bear, or snake, who controls 
that particular disease, trying to secure his aid in 
restoring the sick to health. 

The Bible alone can enlighten this darkness, 
remove this ignorance, instruct and save this peo- 
ple. But the most of the Bible is to them a sealed 
book, its teachings unknown, and multitudes feed 
on husks because no man gives them the bread of 
life. W.R.S.

Returning the 
next day for the books, he found that the husband 
had read the Bible to his family until midnight. 
He stated that the Bible told him to do one thing 
and that he had been doing another, He said he 
would buy that book if he had the money, where- 
upon the Agent gave him a copy of the Bible, 
which he very thankfully received and promised 
to read.” 

Rey. E. A. Botuns, of South Carolina, writes : 
“During the month 2,000 copies of the New Test- 
ament have been distributed among white and 
coloured Sunday schools;” and he adds: “There 
is an increasing demand for the word of God 
among Sunday school children.” 

The following is from the Rey. Epmunp WRIGHT, 
of Missours : 

The labours of Rev. John R. Agnew, as my as- 
sistant, commenced along the line of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad; and we met the pastors of 
Jefferson City, the legislators, and friends of our 
cause, in a mass Bible meeting, in the hall of 
representatives. Stirring addresses were made, 
and our present governor, Hon. B. Gratz Brown, 
was constituted a life member of the American 
Bible Society. 

I have visited two annual conferences of the 
Meth.

CHANGES IN THE AGENTS’ DEPARTMENT, 

The Rev. M. N. Adams, of Minnesota, resigned 
his agency on the 81st of March, after having 
devoted nine years laboriously to its duties. The 
Rey. John Hinton, who has acted for more than 
six years as the Society’s Agent in Michigan, has 
been transferred to Minnesota. 

The Rev. R. H. Luckey, Agent in Southern

We omitted to mention at the proper time, the 
appointment, in October last, of the Rey. J. E. 
Caldwell, as successor to Rey. A. Hunter, D.D., in. 
Southern Arkansas. Dr. H. felt obliged to withdraw 
from the work after a brief period of useful labour. 
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presidents presided, and. directed the exercises. 
The music, which was interspersed at suitable 
intervals, was a very important contribution, by 
the excellent choir of the church in which the 
meeting’ was held, to the pleasure of the occasion. 
The exercises, throughout of a very interesting 
character, were listened to by a large audience, 
filling that fine audience-room aboye and below. 

After the anthem, “ Lord of Hosts,” sung by the 
choir, the Rey. C. A. Stork read an appropriate 
selection of Scripture, and Rey. L. D. Huston, 
D.D., led in prayer. 

Addresses were delivered by Rev. Wesley R. 
Davis, pastor of St. John’s Meth. Ep. Church; 
the Hon. Isaac D. Jones, attorney-general of the 
State of Maryland; Rey.

Mr. Dayis spoke of the Bible as necessary to 
man, responding as it does to his deepest yearnings 
in all ages, and giving a complete and satisfactory 
answer to his otherwise unanswered questionings 
as to the great enigmas of life. What is God? 
What is the meaning of this thing called evil, so 
interwoven with our lives? And what of the great 
hereafter ? In the Bible God is reyealed in Christ 
as a loving Father. The origin, the awful 
nature, the terrible consequences of sin, are therein 
| explained, together with God’s method of salva- 
tion from sin and the curse. And as to the great 
hereafter, Jesus Christ has brought life and im- 
mortality to light in his Gospel. 

Messrs. Jones and Stork, though under different 
aspects and modes of presentation, both treated 
especially of the Bible as the great instructor and 
educator of men and nations; whilst Dr. Leyburn 
exalted it as the religious Book, containing the 
way of eternal life, and demanded, “ Can we pos- 
sess this and not seek its dissemination? No; 
this is impossible.” He then glanced at the work 
of Bible distribution in some of the great fields. 

This very pleasant and encouraging meeting 
was closed by the Rey. J. J. Murray, D.D., who 
pronounced the apostolic benediction.

A report presented at this anniversary, in con- 
nection with “motives to liberality and zeal in 
the work of circulating the Scriptures,” contains 
the following : 

Let us hear in mind this great truth, that the 
Bible is a living book. Our little individual work 
will soon be done. If that work is done for the 
upbuilding of the perishable and destructible, 
when that perishes our work shall be lost. But 
if our work is connected with enterprises that 
shall never fail, then when we sleep and are for- 
gotten, our work shall remain and shall go on with 
augmenting power to the end of time.

Its fifty-fifth annual report says, 
that the sum of $9,054 78 has been received into 
its treasury during the year, and that for this 
result the society is indebted mainly to the efficien- 
ey of the church committees.

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The reports of the Bible-women are not new and 
startling. They are the “short and simple annals 
of the poor.”

Well is it that they can tell of the greater facts of 
redemption, and of that all-embracing love that 
would gather in its almighty arms the outcast 
and the erring. 

On another topic we find this paragraph : 

Tidings reach us from over the sea of the death 
of Mrs. Wurts, for more than fifteen years the 
recording secretary of your society. That she did 
not forget, in a foreign land, the work in which 
she so faithfully laboured, and which she so truly 
loved, is evidenced by the bequest of $3,000 to 
its funds. 

It is asked, in conclusion, whether ‘‘ the coming 
year may not be made the brightest in the socie- 
ty’s history by more devoutly commending the 
work to our Heavenly Father, and asking him, 
with a childlike trusting faith, so to enable the 
messengers sent to give their wonderful message, 
that it may gain entrance to many a heart, and 
bring God’s peace to many a desolate home.” 

At the anniversary, which was held on the 13th 

‘ of April, in the Managers’ Room at the Bible 
House, after devotional services conducted by 
Rey. Dr. Coe, cor. sec. of the American Home 
Missionary Society, very appropriate and impress- 
ive remarks were made by the Rey. Andrew 
Longacre, of the Central Meth. Ep. Church, and 
by Rev. Dr. Adams, of the Madison Square Pres- 
byterian Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Holdich, Secretary of the American 
Bible Society, presided on the occasion, and the 
annual,report was read by’Rev. T. Ralston Smith, 
D.D. ' :

ALLEGHANY FEMALE BIBLE SOCIETY, PENN, 

This society has presented its forty-first annual 
report, which begins thus: 

In reyising the work of our society during the 
past year, we feel that we have cause of gratitude 
to God that we have been permitted to continue 
our work, and that we have some cheering evi- 
dence that our “labour has not been in vain in 
the Lord.” The work of giving the Scriptures of 
truth to those who are destitute, commends itself 
to every Christian heart. It is to the teachings 
of God’s word that we owe the sacred influences 
surrounding our happy Christian homes. Shall 
we then not labour to bring others to the knowl- 
edge of the truth, by which we ourselves have 
been blessed ? 

A number of interesting incidents, in connec- 
tion with the Bible woman’s work, are mentioned, 
The report says : 

Our Bible women have not all given in the 
number of their visits, and thus we do not haye 
an exact account. They have reported 3,558; 
thirty-eight Bibles and twenty-four Testaments 


have been given out. The Bible-women, we know 


are not always received kindly, but. this is an evi- 


dence of more need of the light of the Gospel. In 
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many cases this unkindness disappears on a 
second visit. There are few who, if approached 
in a gentle manner and made to know that you 
are really interested in their welfare, can hold out 
against words of sympathy and love. Often, in- 
stead of meeting with a cold repulse, we have seen 
the eye becoming dim with tears. We would 
that every woman in our land could be made to 
feel what she owes of her elevated position to the 
Bible. Only a year ago there was one who has 
devoted herself to the noble work of instructing 
and elevating women in India. Who could listen 
unmoyed to her account of woman’s sorrow and 
degradation in that land? What has made us to 
differ? The light of the Gospel of God’s dear Son . 

Funds, gmounting to nearly $700, were collect- 


ed by this society during its year.

PIQUA FEMALE BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO. 

As shown by the treasurer’s report, this society 
had on hand, at the commencement of its fiscal 
year, funds to the amount of $308, 76, since which 
it has receiyed from yarious sources $376 56, 
making a total of $685 32, all of which has been 
forwarded to the Parent Society.

The Mobile Daily Register, of March 7, has the fol 
lowing account of the anniversary of this society : 

The annual meeting of the Mobile Bible Society 
was held Sunday evening, at the First Presbyte- 
rian Church. The other churches, Methodist, Bap- 
tist, and Presbyterian, dispensed with their indi- 
vidual services to meet here for this occasion. 
There was a large audience present, and the pulpit 
was occupied by prominent clergymen of the city. 
The opening hymn and Scriptures were read by 
the Rey. P. Warren, of the Second Baptist Church, 
and prayer was offered by Bishop Keener, of New 
Orleans; after which the president’s report was 
read, presenting many interesting statistics and 
encouraging features in the work of the society 
during the past year. 

We give below extracts from the report: 

The labours of Rey. B, L. Fleming, the colport- 
eur, have been confined mostly to portions of Wash- 
ington, Clarke, and Baldwin Counties. He tray- 
elled this year 4,831 miles; visited 3,368 families, _ 
549 of which were entirely destitute of the Bible; 
supplied 749 families and 464 individuals; preached 
116 Bible sermons; seventeen families refused the 
Bible; donated 1,018 Bibles and Testaments ; 
sold 842; supplied fourteen Sunday schools with 
226 Bibles and Testaments. Entire distribution 
by the colporteur, 1,566 volumes. The destitution 
is very great within the Mobile district. Hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, within 100 miles of our 
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city have no Bible, and hear no Gospel preached. 
In some instances, persons have walked ten and 
fifteen miles to hear our colporteur preach. We 
are indebted to this Book for civilization, moral- 
ity, and religion; by us who have it, it is not ap- 
preciated. Its hallowed influence—where read, 
where expounded, and where obeyed—can only be 
realized by a contrast with those who haye not 
read it nor heard it. Withdraw the word, and 
we become heathens. Then, let us thank God for 
this blessed Bible and its knowledge imparted; 
and let us show our gratitude and appreciation by 
a liberal contribution of that He has given us, to 
send alike boon to the people who sit in dark- 
ness, that they may see great light; that those 
who sit in the region and shadow of death may 
realize that light has sprung up. 

The Rey. Dr. Palmer, of the Second Presbyte- 
rian Church, then delivered an able and eloquent 
address. He glanced at the influence of the Bible 
upon nations, civilization, and mankind the world 
over, drawing therefrom incentives to renewed 
efforts and zeal in the work of spreading abroad 
the word of God. 

The total receipts for the year were $1,478 94.

THE BIBLE IN THE SUNDAY SCHOOL. 

The following paragraph, from the recent 
charge of Bishop Stephens, is well worthy the 
attention of all who are engaged in the import- 
ant work of Sabbath school instruction : 

The agency of the Sunday school needs to be 
developed in various ways. 

One is in the fuller teaching of the pure word 
of God. The Bible, it is true, is the standard 
text-book of the school, but it is not always the 
pure Bible. It is the Bible disjointed and frag- 


mentary, looked at through lesson-books where the 


text is triturated and often adulterated by im- 
roper questions, so that the theology of the Shild. 
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is suaped rather by the answers of his question- 
book than by the words of Scripture. It is of 
paramount importance that the children should 
commit to memory yerses and chapters of the 
Bible, not loosely but accurately, word for word, 


and store it away in their memories as the most | 


precious deposit they can place there. They 
should be taught to manipulate the Bible, to 
know the order and arrangement of its books, 
and how to turn readily from one to the other and 
from text to text; the general character of the 
leading divisions of the Old and New Testaments, 
the summary of each book, and the more prominent 
features: of the whole volume. They should es- 
pecially be taught to compare Scripture with 
Scripture, to learn the value of references, and to 
group around the great doctrines of grace the 
proof-texts which confirm and illustrate them. 

I hold it to be of vital importance to the full de- 
velopment of the Sunday school that the pure 
word of God should be more thoroughly commit- 
ted tomemory and be more systematically taught. 
The minds of the children must be interpenetra- 
ted with the very words of God. It matters not 
whether they understand them now; they must 
be lodged there, and by-and-by they will take root 
downward and bear fruit upward.

SCIENCE AND THE BIBLE. 
INTERESTING REMARKS BY THE REV. DR. JOHN MOR- 
RISON REID, EDITOR OF THE NORTHWESTERN 
CHRISTIAN ADVOCATE (METHODIST), CHICAGO, ILL, 


At the meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Young Men’s Bible Society, held Thursday 
eyening, April 10th, the Rey. Dr. Reid, of Chicago, 
formerly of this city, addressed them on the sub- 
ject of the attacks lately made upon the Bible and 
the Christian religion by certain men of science, 
He said: 

I am not at all disheartened by the frequency 
or violence with which the word of God is now- 
adays assailed. On the contrary, I rejoice in it. 
In the days of Butler, religion was considered false, 
and not worthy of argument in educated and re- 
fined circles. It was his chief desire to lift it out 
of that lowly place, and for that purpose wrote 
his unanswerable analogy. There it stands to- 


day, and the most astute and philosophic minds_ 


are busied with great questions in their bearings 
upon Christianity. This is true, whether the 
field is natural or mental science, whether the 
matter be of astronomy or geology. These con- 
tests between science and religion have invariably 
had but one result, and that in favour of Chris- 
tianity. All the assaults of the most skeptical age, 
when infidelity marshalled her hosts under such as 
Hume, Gibbon, Rousseau, Voltaire, Bolingbroke, 
and the like, only brought out the masterly and 
unanswerable detences of our religion that are 
destined to stand for all time. I believe even 
rationalism, with all its accumulated investiga- 
tions, will one day be found laying its treasures at 
the feet of the King of kings. Let me call your 
attention to the late discussions of Huxley on 
spontaneous generation. In his lay sermons he 
gives an honest history of the various investiga- 
tions in this subject, how biogenesis, or no life 
but from a prior life, and all traceable to the Self- 

xisting One, was “victorious all along the line.” 


Ex 
Yet Huxley hoped and expected to reach at some 


time an ultimate—protoplasm—where life was self- 
originated, Nowcomes Professor Frankland with 
his experiments, under Huxley’s own eye, and 
they sweep away the last vestige of hope that 
a biogenesis, or life self-developed, can ever prevail. 
The fact is, modern skeptics only want two things 
granted—matter and force—and they can get on 
very well without a God. So Tyndall wants heat 
as a motion; Huxley wants protein; Darwin 
wants a beginning, and he can develop a world. 
Ihave no fear, All this only makes our founda- 
tions surer, and as one victory after another is 


| gained for our Holy Book, I feel more than ever 


that it will do for a telescope to look into the in- 
visible, for a pillow on which to rest a dying head, 
and that your work in. giving it to a world is a 
great and glorious work.— O%incinnati Gazette.

Testaments, and books within the reach of the 
poor and needy,’ ”

THE BETHEL SHIP—BIBLE DISTRIBUTION. 

Every field of useful labour is sure to illustrate 
‘the revelation, ‘In all labour there is profit.” 

The shipkeeper and colporteur at Pastor He1- 
strom’s Bethel ship has sold to the newly-arrived 
Scandinavians, during the past nine months, above 
$170 worth of the Holy Scriptures as published 
by the American Bible Society. Among the re- 
markable incidents of his report, we note the fol- 
lowing: He laboured among a company of Mor- 
mon emigrants for two days, and they purchased 
eleven Testaments from him. In another com- 
pany he found an ancient Swedish woman of 
ninety-one years of age—the, mother of twenty- 
two children; she was dandling an infant on her 
lap (a great-grandchild) with the sprightliness 
of a woman with her firstborn. Chicago was the 
point of her destination, where she had a son, a 
resident for many years; she was also looking for 
“a city that hath foundations.” 

He (the colporteur) gave a New Testament to 
a young countryman of his who had no money to 
buy it; he also found employment for him, At 
the end of two months he reported himself as hay- 
ing saved money enough to take-him to Chicago, 
paid for the Testament which had been given 
him, and declared it had led him to Christ and 
salvation, according to the words which the col- 
porteur spoke in giving him the book.

The sublime experiment 
commences: One of these suns rises, and revolves, 
and sets; but the revolution makes no impression 
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upon the darkness and the stars. Its rising pro- 
duces no light, its noon no warmth, its setting no 
shade. Another of these suns revolves, to demon- 
strate its fitness for the heavens and the day; but 
its light is merely a lurid glare, which only serves 
to make the darkness visible! Another sun passes 
round the sphere, to make its brief experiment. 
But it sends-a blight over nature.t The fields are 
struck with disease and decay, and death follows 
in its pathway ! , 

There is yet another sun to revolve. It is the 
last-one. The sublime experiment is made once 
more. This last sun rises. In a moment a change 
appears. It is morning; creation smiles; death 
starts into life, decay into beauty, and all nature 
is bright and lovely. The face of the earth, the 
sea, the sky, and of every living thing, rejoices. 
This is the true sun. It was made for earth and 
the heavens. Its light blesses and beautifies all 
things ! 

We have made these suppositions for a practical 
purpose—to set forth the claims of the Bible upon 
our confidence, as compared with false revelations 
and systems. These latter have all shone their day, 
but they have been to the world what those false 
suns were, Their light has been darkness, their 
influence destructive. 

The Bible is shining its day, and it is a day of 
light and of spirituality. It gives to the conti- 
nents civilization, and establishes everywhere 
humane and beneficent institutions. The religion 
revealed in this book is the source of all perma- 
nent improvement, the light and spirit of all true 
holiness. Its precepts are the highest law of 
earth. The light of revelation fears not to shine 
in the centre of all other lights. God has indeed 
magnified his word above all his name. He has 
put upon it the seal of his authority and approba- 
tion; has made it the mirror and emblem of him- 
self, as in a feebler sense, the sun is, in heaven. 

The Bible is shining its day. It is a day that 
has no night, nor noon, but opens to the world 
an ever expanding and glorious morning! Under 
its course beauty and perfection appear, spring 
and autumn mingle, and blooming fields and 
heavy harvests encircle the world. Blot out this 
book, and you quench the light and hope of 
earth; civil and social order ceases; governments 
fall; religion perishes, and every green thing 
fades.— Eivchange. ;

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ARCHIBALD RUSSELL, ESQ, 

At the stated meeting of the Board of Mana- 
gers, held on the 4th inst., the following memorial 
in regard to Mr. Russell was unanimously adopted : 

It having pleased Almighty God, our Heavenly 
Father, to remove from this world our late asso- 
ciate, Mr. Archibald Russell, we would place upon 
our record the following Minute of his life and 
character : 

Mr, Russell was born in Edinburgh, Scotland, 
and the early years of his life were spent amid 
literary and religious influences and _ privileges, 
such as few are permitted to enjoy. Brought 
into intimate relationship with such men as Sir 
Walter Scott, Sir William Hamilton, and Dr. 
Chalmers, his character received a peculiar im- 
press, which it bore through life. After having 
pursued the study of law in Edinburgh and on the 
continent, and spending a few years in his native 
land, he remoyed to this country. The principal 
part of his life was spent in this city, and his best 
memorial is found in the many works of Christian 
benevolence with which he was associated. 

Mr. Russell possessed some remarkable qualifi- 
cations for influence and efficiency in enterprises 
of practical philanthropy. He had a deep and 
earnest sympathy with the sorrows and sufferings 
of his fellow-men, but so much calmness and 
steadiness of judgment, that he was not easily 
misled by false and injurious methods of relief. 
A profound student of political economy, and 
firmly grounded in the principles of Christian 
philosophy, the benevolent institutions which he 
originated, or with which he was connected, were 
characterized -by -wisdom in their design, pru- 
dence in their management, and success in their 
results. 

We would refer here only to his connection with 
this Board of Managers of the American Bible 
Society. This connection existed for many years. 
During all that period, his duties as a Manager, 
and asa member of one of the most important Com- 
mittees of the Board, were discharged with ex- 
emplary fidelity. His love for the word of God, 
and his faith in the Divine Saviour whom it re- 
yeals, led him to attach great importance to the 
operations of this Society, and to feel the deepest 
interest in its prosperity and welfare. The blessed 
truths of the Scriptures, which it is the object of 
this Society to disseminate, sustained and consoled 
him during a. long and painful illness, and gave 
| him the hope which he confidently cherished of a 
| blessed immortality. soy AEE 
We feel deeply the loss which we have sus- 
| tained in being deprived of his genial companion- 
ship, his wise counsel, and his hearty co-operation. 
We sympathize tenderly with his family in the ir- 
reparable bereavement they have sustained. And
